It was perhaps the perfect illustra- 
tion of the fact that one cannot 
embrace one prejudice and not, 
in time, prove vulnerable to all. 


This new story, of how a people 
who have learned what happens 
to a city, its morale, its economic 
health and its children when its 
public high schools are closed, 
should be a subject of serious 
and prayerful study by all South- 
erners of whatever opinion. Little 
Rock’s present actions are not 
based on theory, but on experi- 
ence. Its people have tried the 
private school stop-gaps and know 
them to be inadequate. 


All Southerners, 
persuasion, would do well to study 
the make-up of the voting ma- 
jority which provided the votes to 
overturn the powerful state ma- 
chine of Gov. Faubus.

1. The Chamber of Commerce, 
which months ago saw what 
closed schools did to business and, 
even more, how such an intol- 
erable situation doomed the fu- 


ture, moved into the open to sup- | 


port the effort to recall the gov- 
ernor’s board members. 


2. A smaller group, including 
such persons as the president of 
the Arkansas-Louisiana Gas Co., 
formed a smaller, more workable 
group of businessmen. They called 
their organization STOP. 


3. With them were a majority 
of the so-called white-collar peo- 
ple who had learned what lack of 
education meant to their children 
and who could not finance the 
more expensive private education. 


4. Labor leaders joined in. They 
did not succeed in bringing with 
them all their members, but they 
did, merely by their example, win 
a substantial, helpful number. 


5. Negro voters, who stayed out 
of all the meetings and public ac- 
tivity, apparently went to the polls 
in this election as they had not in 
previous ones, 


It was, without question, a 
cross-section of the population 
which made up the votes to give 
Gov. Faubus his first defeat. 


These people were inspired to 
act by the firing of 44 innocent 
teachers who had long years of 
teaching service. They had not 
been in politics. The plan appar- 
ently was to dismiss them so the 
schools involved in the court case, 
if ordered open, would have no 
teaching staff. 


* Inhuman: Act 


This was an inhuman, ruthless 
act. "It was so brutal and callous 
that by nightfall on the day. of the 
firing PTA protest meetings were 
called in all districts. 


The Classroom Teachers’ Assn., 
seeing that no teacher was safe, 
¢alled on its members not to sign 
any renewal contracts. 


The character of the Faubus- 
inspired opposition was soon evi- 
dent. It invited Wesley A. Swift, 
former associate and reported 
one-time bodyguard of Gerald L. 
K. Smith, to speak at its opening 
rally. 


Members of STOP found his 
record, as presented by the 
American Legion’s Americanism 
committee, and made it public. 
The Legion’s committee had de- 
scribed him as a “former Klans- 
man, well-known rabblerouser, 
and the West Coast’s most vicious 
hatemonger.”’ 


The Faubus group quickly with- 
drew the invitation. 


More typical was the anonymous 
. circulation of a bogus letter in 
the Negro district, inviting Ne- 
groes to meetings of STOP. The 
name of the chairman was forged. 

All the old lies, smears and

Lynch-Killers Named by FBI — 
In Report to Goy. Coleman 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The FBI) 


put the finger on the slayers of 
Mack Charles Parker in the report 
it turned over to Mississippi Gov. 
J. O. Coleman, government sourc- 
es said Wednesday. 


These sources indicated that 
about 10 or 11 men were named 
as members of the masked, white 
gloved mob that kidnaped the 23- 
year-old Negro from his unguard- 
ed Pearl River County jail cell at 
Poplarville, Miss. He was schéd- 
uled to go on trial April 27 on 
charges of raping a pregnant 
white woman. 


Parker was dragged from the 
jail April 25. His body was found 
nine days later in the Mississippi 
swamps near the Pearl River. He 
had been shot twice. 


Sources said the FBI report 
given to Coleman summarized the 
crime, starting with a mass meet- 
ing of some 35 men in a farm 
house a few miles from Poplar- 
ville the night before the kidnap- 
ing. 

The meeting originally was cal- 
led, these sources said, to discuss 
ways to prevent the woman vic- 
tim from being interviewed in a 
sex case by Parker's lawyer,

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Budget Planning 
Is First Essential 


»Georgia’s hit-or-miss fiscal planning 
might be greatly improved through es- 
tablishment of a budget bureau concerned 
not only with the needs of the immediate 
fiscal year but with long-range spending 
programs as well. | 
Such a proposal was made yesterday 
bya subcommittee of Gov. Vandiver’s 
Reorganization and Economy Committee. 
It would assist the executive department 
in budget planning and recommendations 
to the General Assembly. It also would 
anticipate future spending and reconcile 
long-range commitments to anticipated 
revenues. 


In setting up such an agency, how- 
ever, the General Assembly should de- 
termine its own role. If it is to be under 
complete control of the governor’s office, 
it is reasonable to inquire whether this 
would further entrench the governor's 
financial powers at the expense of the 
Legislature. The governor himself is on 
record as favoring restoration of the As- 
sembly’s independence through sharing 
fiseal responsibility. 

Under the present system wherein the 
governor has almost unlimited authority 
as director of the budget—especially over 
surplus funds—planning is on a year-to- 
year basis. Little or no consideration is 
given, for instance, to long-range capi- 
tal improvements nor to the funds neces- 
sary to maintain them. 

Much has been made for example, 
of non-recurring items. While it is true 
that you only have to build a 12-million- 
dollar science center once, money has 
to be found to maintain it year after year. 
The same is true of highways, where lack 
of “long-range planning has created a 
maintenance crisis. 

The present budget commission con- 
sists of the governor and the state audi- 
tor: The departments themselves pre- 
pare their own schedule of expenditures, 
subject to approval by the governor and 
on rare occasions by the General As- 
sembly. There has been no appropriations 
bill since 1955. 

‘Lack of an annual appropriations bill, 
made almost mandatory because of the 
gasoline tax allocation amendment, gives 
thé’ governor extraordinary power. The 
Legislature sooner or later must reclaim 
its prerogative in this field. 

‘As for other recommendations made 
by ‘the subcommittee, some have merit and 
would save taxpayers’ funds. Idle state 
funds should draw interest. Self-insur- 
ance of state properties, withholding of 
income taxes and uniform travel expen- 
ses for all departments are excellent 
proposals. Others are debatable and 
should have additional study. 

Let these recommendations receive 
full consideration in light of today’s 
neetis. Georgia government is big busi- 
ness and should be administered as such.

Fulton County’s 1959 budget report 
represents government planning at its 
best. Comptroller John F. Still and staff 
deserve the high commendations they are 
receiving for thorough preparation of 
planned expenditures within the bounds 
of revenues.

White House Session 


Offers Basis for Hope 


Now perhaps the world may expect a 
little progress toward peace. 

At 10:30 o’clock this morning Pres- 
ident Eisenhower and Secretary of State 
Christian Herter will hold a conference 
with the visiting foreign ministers who 
on Wednesday attended funeral services 
for former Secretary John Foster Dulles. 

Reports, entirely unconfirmed, are that 
Russia’s Andrei Gromyko has brought 
with him a ‘secret proposal from Pre- 
mier Khrushchev. If there is such a 
message it may well include notice that 
Khrushchev plans to visit the United 
States this summer. 

The very fact that the foreign minis- 
ters and President Eisenhower will meet 
is good news. We trust thete will be a 
minimum of publicity about what is said 
and done. We rejoice that the meetings, 
when they are resumed in Geneva, will 
be private. It is not that we do not wish 
to have news of discussions. But so long 
as they are public the Russians and oth- 
ers have a tendency to use them as 
forums for propaganda. 

The Soviets have employed the open 
sessions to denounce the United States 
and the West in general. They have 
made use of the opportunity.to speak in 
behalf of the East Germans to the 1,200 
reporters listening. This comforts the 
Communist leaders there and if the So- 
viets later make an agreement which irri- 
tates the East Germans, Moscow can al- 
ways blame it on the West. We need 
agreements, not propaganda. 

All we expect out of Geneva is a basis 
for holding a summit meeting. We trust 
the rumor of a surprise Khrushchev mes- 
sage is true and that it will be con- 
structive and make possible a summit 
session.

Hindrances Listed 
To Atlanta Revival 


One of the most thoughtful addresses I have 
heard in some time eame from the lips of Dr. 
Thomas J. Holmes, pastor of Atlanta’s Northside 
Drive Baptist Church. I have known and 


Tom for many 


years and was keenly interested in what he said. 


He was chairman of the recent 
evangelistic crusade put on by 
131 churches in the Atlanta Bap- 
tist Assn. The crusade was a suc- 
cess and Southern Baptists are 
doing a great work in both win- 
ning people to Christ and enlist- 
ing the ones they win in Chris- 
tian service. However, Dr. 
Holmes did not feel the results 
were what he had hoped and 
prayed for. 

It was well organized, and care- 
fully promoted. A census was 
taken, a visitation program was 
carried out, many prayer meet- 
ings were held, wide publicity was 
given the meetings and outstand- 
ing song leaders and preachers 
faithfully . did their, work. Of 
course; such an, effort brings 
great results — both results which 
can be measured and results in 
the hearts of num of people 
which only God can measure. 

However, Dr. Holmes pointed 
out that ‘‘Man’s ability to organ- 
ize and execute cannot force 


‘God’s blessings upon an individ- 


ual, a church or a community... 
the Kingdom of God cannot be 
taken by force.” Man’s planning 
and work is important in bringing 
revival but a real revival must 
come down from heayen. This 
thoughtful preacher | suggested 
three hindrances to spiritual re- 
vival in Atlanta: 

1. The bitterness of racial strife. 
He said, and rightly so, “Revival

has to do with God's love and his 
love is shut out of hearts filled 
with bitterness.” 

2. The preoccupation with the 
material growth of the city. It is 
good to gain new industries, build 
expressways, experience rapid in- 
crease in population — but the 
danger is that as a city grows 
bigger it becomes more secular. 


3. The lack of spiritual convic- 


tion in our churches. Too many 


members of the churches are like. 
the Laodiceans, “neither hot nor 
cold.” 

The speaker asked the ques- 
tion, “When will revival come to 
our city?” He answered his ques- 
tion with the words of the ancient 
writer in the Bible who said, ‘“‘If 
my people, which are called by 
my name, shall humble them- 
selves and pray, and seek my 
face, and turn from their wicked 
ways; then will I hear from 
heaven, and will forgive their sin, 
and will heal their land.”’ 

We need today a revival in 
America. We need it in Atlanta. 
But revivals come from God and 
He doesn’t send them until the 
people are ready to receive them. 
The first need is for the ministers 
and the leaders of the churches 
to be rekindled spirtually. We 
need *more spiritual passion of 
the type of John Knox when he 
said, “‘O God, give me Scotland, 
or I die.”

Segregationists’ Defeat 
No Mandate, Says Faubus 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (P—Gov. Orval E. Faubus 
saw no mandate in the recall of three segregationists 
from the school board for reopening four high schools 


in the fall. 


“There was no clear-cut issue,” 
he said Wednesday in. his first 
statement on Monday’s recall elec- 
tion in which Faubus-backed 
segregationists were removed and 
three moderates he opposed were 
retained. 


The governor, just back from a 
fishing trip, told a news confer- 
ence he had no present plans to 
return the closed schools to the 
school board. 


NO RE-OPENING PLAN 


And, he added, he was not work- 
ing on any plan to reopen the 
schools under a token integration 
compromise. 


“There is no such thing as token 
integration,” Faubus said, then 
he added: “‘My position on forced 
integration and the state’s right 
to manage its own affairs re- 
mains unchanged.” 


Faubus insisted a citizens com- 
mittee organized to push for the 
recall of the three segregationists 
had waged its campaign solely on 
the issue of the firing of 44 teach- 
ers. 


When a newsman reminded the 
governor that in pre-election 
speeches he said integration ver- 
sus segregation was the real issue, 
Faubus replied: 


“I said it was in the back- 


ground.” 


WANTS POPULAR VOTE 


Faubus was asked whether he 
was willing to step aside and let 
the four closed high schools re- 
open on an integrated basis. He 
replied he would only if the peo- 
ple voted solely on the issue of 
integration and approved it. 


The voters gave him a 3-1 ap- 
proval to close the schools last 
fall after integration of nine Ne- 
gro pupils had been enforced at 


Central High School in the 1957-58 | 


term by federal troops. 


The schools were closed under a 
quickly enacted state law whose 
constitutionality had been ques- 
tioned in federal court. The mod- 
erate school board members said 
they would be powerless to reopen 
the schools unless the federal 
court rejects it. 


Faubus was asked what he 
would do if the law is overturned 
by the federal court. He said: 
“That remains to be seen.”

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Star State Witness Fails 
To Appear at Jonesboro 


By JACK STRONG 


The state’s star witness in the trial of Clayton Coun- 
ty Ordinay Frank Adamson failed to appear Wednesday. 


Sheriff W. Loy Dickson testi-| 
fied he had been unable to serve 
a subpoena on the witness, Mrs. 
Jewell Brooks, Adamson’'s traffic 
court clerk. Adamson being tried 
in Clayton’ Superior Court on 
charges he embezzled $2,934 in 
traffic fines. 


The subpoena for Mrs. Brooks 
was issued Tuesday morning. 
Sheriff Dickson said he had been 
unable to locate the witness. 


County Auditor James Hood 
was kept on the stand in the 
Jonesboro court for three hours 
by Sol. Gen. Harold Banke and 
Defense Attorney Albert Wallace. 
Hood testified that most of the 
20-odd traffic cases exhibited by 
the state did not show that fines 
had been paid to the county by 
Adamson or else showed that 
fines had been paid to the coun- 
ty since Adamson’s January trial. 


(Adamson was acquitted in 
January of 23 charges of falsifi- 
cation of, public records.) 


The state contends that Adam- 
son embezzled 72,934 in traffic | 
fines. The defense says that 
Adamson should not be tried on 
the basis of testimony which was 
entered in the previous trial in 
which he was acquitted. 


Hood said under cross-examin- 
ation that, ‘‘according to the rec- 
ord,” Adamson and the county 
were about even financially. 
defense asserted that 
had collected only $7.50 for each 
traffic 
was actually due $9.75. 


Since 1957, Hood said, Adam- 
son has been reimbursed some 
_ $2,438 from the county for those 
back fees. Asked by Wallace how 
he determined how much money 
was due Adamson, Hood replied, 
“I took his (Adamsun’s) word.” 


Hood said that he sent out 250 
letters to listed traffic cases when 
he suspected “‘irregularities”’ last 
year. He said that the cases 
used in evidence (about 25) were 
the results of replies—about 25 
per cent of the people contacted. 


In this trial are three cases 
not included in the January case. 
Two of these involve people who 
testified they paid money to 
Adamson and were not found 
| guilty. One case was not pro- 
| cessed and the other was de-| 
termined ‘‘not guilty,”” records 
| offered in evidence show.

Tells Story ot Tommy Sue 


By JOYCE GEMMILL 


A heartbroken Atlanta mother 
of a 23-year-old daughter, whose 
childhood followed a pattern of 
juvenile delinquency and who 
now faces imprisonment tells 
her story: 


‘“‘My name is Magdalene Ar- 
nold. I am 44 years old and 
the mother of Tommy Sue Ham- 
ilton, the girl ‘who stole a gun 
from my bedroom last week. 
She stood off DeKalb County 
police for an hour in the base- 
ment of a home she thought to 
be that of Mrs. P. R. Cawthon, 
former assistant superintendent 
at the Georgia State “Training 
School for Girls. My daughter 
spent a total of almost two 
years there—one sentence was 
for 14 months for breaking pro- 
bation, running away and get- 
ting married at age 13, car theft 
and stealing money. That was 
in 1950 and 1951. 


“She served a second sen- 
tence in 1952 for six months for 
car theft and stealing money. 


FATHER DIED 


“I don’t remember exactly 
when Tommy Sue started get- 
ting out of hand. I remember 
when her father died—she was 
5 years old at the time—she 
took it very hard. She used to 
go to his grave all the time in 
the cemetery and cry for him 
to come back to her. When she 
got a little older she would get 
his picture out and a Bible and 
sit in front of it for hours just 
crying. Her father died of oste- 
omyelitis of the bone. 


“I tried to raise Tommy Sue 
right but I guess I didn’t do a 
very good job. She never was 
one to help me around the 
house and I guess I was either 
too strict with her or too easy- 
going. She didn’t give me any 


trouble really "til she got to be 
about 9 or 10. Then she started 
getting in trouble in school and 
stealing money around the 
house. She started talking real 
smart too. 


“She wasn’t more than 13 
when she ran off and got mar- 
ried. But that only lasted two 
months. I remember when she 
broke out of the training school 
after they shaved her head. She 
had on a thin little pair of 
pajamas anc her hands were 
all cut from tearing apart some 
barbed wire. 


TRAINING SCHOOL 


After she got out of the train- 
ing school, little Gene, her son, 
was born. Everybody wanted 
me to give him to the welfare 
home but I just couldn’t. He's 
6 years old now and calls me 
momma. I’ve done for him just 


. like I did my own. I don’t know

why Tommy Sue took him with 
her when she got in all that 
shooting trouble. 


“‘He needs a heart operation 
real bad. The doctor told me 
maybe it would help and may- 
be I'd wake up some morning 
and find him dead. If that hap- 
pens it would kill me too. I 
ain’t got much to offer him. 
I run a respectable boarding 
house but I give him all I got.’ 


As tears welled up in Mrs. 
Arnold’s eyes, a frail, alert little 
boy came walking up the front 
steps. He carried a white plas- 
tic cowboy hat in two small 
hands. Peeping out over the 
top was an underfed, baby kit- 
ten. “Please momma, can’t I 
keep the kitty?’ pleaded the 
little boy whose mother had 
just been sentenced to serve 
two to three years at Reidsville, 
the Georgia State prison.

But “The Sporting News,” displaying 
rare foresight, had labeled Haddix a “‘tough-luck” guy five days 
earlier. 


Les Biederman, the Pittsburgh author, typed: “‘Haddix is earn- 
ing the reputation of a tough-luck hurler. In his first 46 innings, he 


gave up only 14 earned runs and lost a pair by scores of 3-0 and 3-2 | 


and won 4-2 and 2-1. 


“His second defeat came at the hands of the Cubs, May 16, 
when they scored the winning run in the ninth inning the hard way. 
Al Dark was Haddix’ eighth strikeout victim, but he reached first 


when Hank Foiles failed to hold the third strike. Ernie Banks tried | 


to bunt, failed and singled to left. Walt Moryn beat out a bunt that 
Haddix trailed along the third base line waiting for it to roll foul, 
and Bob Thomson cracked a single off Don Hoak's glove for the 
winning run. 
“Until the ninth, Haddix held the Cubs to four hits, none 
after the fourth inning, and had retired 15 batters in a row when 
Dark reached first base in the ninth.”’

In view of what happened in Milwaukee Tuesday night, Haddix 
had beet downright lucky in previous outings. 


In a game whith cherishes records, historians had to flip the 
pages back to 1884 to uncover a performance approaching Hadélix’ 
masterpiece. Edward J. Kinber of Brooklyn uncorked an 11-inning 
no-hitter against Toledo that year. No one had ever hurled 12 per- 
fect innings. In fact, no one had hurled 10.

Net Favorites Gain in City

Probably one of the reasons

wom The first of these instruments 
+ ™= was developed as a safeguard 
pitas “= against shallow water, and for 
Charlie Elliott § = = iocating such submerged ob- 
jects as enemy submarines. While all this was go- 
ing on, some piscatorially inclined seaman dis- 
covered that out in the ocean, a school of fish was 
plainly visible when it swam under the instru- 
ment he pointed at thé ocean floor to get the 
depth. The fish showed up in a series of red 
flashes, between the two red marks which indi- 
cated top and bottom. 


This sailor-fisherman and many of his buddies 
came back from the wars to operate charter 
boats for anglers on both coasts, and remember- 
ing how they had spotted schools of fish with the 
sonar device, added depth finders to the equip- 
ment on their fishing boats. 


This worked all right out in the ocean and in 
such deep inland waters as the Great Lakes. In 
others waters, most of the cruisers and smaller 
craft used their finders solely for the purpose of 
keeping them out of the shallows in unfamiliar 
territory. 


For a year, Lyman Hilliard end I talked about 
trying the depth finder far bass, before be bought 
one for his boat. The bottom of our lake was 
brushy, where sprouts had grown after the lake 
bottom was cleared and before the water was im- 
pounded. From a moving boat, the fish and 
underwater limbs show up with the same kind of

signal pattern. So we were not so much interested 
in actually trying to locate schools of the bass 
swimming under us, as in studying the bottom, 
without having to sound it out with a chunk of 
lead on a string. 


It is common knowledge that where food is 
plentiful throughout a lake—which is true of most 
lakes with populations of threadfin shad—that 
during those hours when the largemouths are not 
feeding, they lay on an underwater point at a 
depth where the temperature is most comfortable 
to them. Several times a day, they move up the 
point toward shore. Wherever on the point they 
find a school of shad, they splash into it, chase 
it to the surface and sometimes the striking 
largemouths will cover a quarter of an acre or 
rhore. They are easy to catch then. They'll strike 
anything that moves. 


We used Lyman’s depth finder to locate those | 


points where the bass rested when they were not 
feeding. An old largemouth is a cantankerous in- 
dividual. More than often, he'll strike at anything 
that comes around, whether he’s hungry or not. 
On our very first try, we got into a school of bass 
~—far out on a point in the middle of the lake, 
and had one of our finest days with the outsized 
lunkers. 


Since that experience, I've never fished with- 
out a depth finder. For the craft I call my Per- 
fect Fishing Boat, we have a unit that operates 
off the 12-volt battery. I also have a smaller, 
more compact depth finder, powered by two 


flashlight dry cells. It is portable enough to go | 


with me on all my trips to distant places. I had 
it with me when I got on the plane the other day, 
and the guy in the next seat acted like he thought 
it was a bomb. He kept eying me suspiciously 
until I finally opened the red case and showed it 
to him. He turned out to be a Waltonite, and we 
spent the remainder of the flight talking about 
depth finders and the creatures which revolve 
around them—namely, fish and fishermen. 


And since he does happen to be a fisherman, 
I'll bet my last transducer that he’s already 
added one of the gadgets to his own heap of 
fishing gear.
